Chairman's  Message 


The  object  of  this  epistle  is  to  bring  before  members ,  as  far  as  space  provides,  current 
matters  at  Committee  level. 

Firstly x  our  long-time  Secretary,  Jim  Thomson,  has  resigned  on  account  of  Hi  health  and 
his  resignation  has  been  accepted  with  regret,  jim  concludes  his  duties  on  the  31st  December 
and  appreciation  of  his  services  will  be  recorded  in  our  next  issue.  The  new  Secretary  is  Peter 
Cameron  who  has  spent  his  life  in  the  liquor  industry,  formerly  of  Tooth's  and  Assistant 
Secretary-Manager  of  St.  George  Leagues  Club  and  then  to  his  present  position  as  Secretary- 
Manager  B/acktown  R.S.L.  Club.  Mr.  Cameron  is  a  fellow  of  the  Catering  institute  of 
Australia,  a  member  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Secretary-Managers  of  Australia  and  has 
completed  courses  at  Sydney  Technical  College  in  bar  and  wine  service  and  dub  management. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  new  fire  regulations,  we  have  received  an  order  from  the 
City  Council  to  place  an  additional  fire  escape  in  the  building.  This  fire  escape  would  of 
necessity  be  on  the  Elizabeth  Street  side  of  the  building  and  run  from  the  5th  floor  front 
bedrooms  down  through  the  dining  room  adjacent  to  the  swimming  pool,  the  2nd  floor 
buffet,  the  Club  Room  to  the  main  entrance.  The  cost  would  be  in  excess  of  $ 100,000 
and  cause  disfigurement  to  the  best  sections  of  the  Club.  As  a  result  of  negotiations 
conducted  with  the  City  Council  the  front  bedrooms  on  the  Elizabeth  Street  side  of  the 
building  are  to  be  dosed  and  no  fire  escape  on  that  side  will  be  required.  The  remaining  new 
bedrooms  will  presently  remain  in  use. 

The  response  to  the  questionnaire  re  lady  members  was  disappointing.  Approximately 
13%  of  members  took  the  trouble  to  answer,  indicating  that  8/  in  every  100  were  not 
concerned.  The  "yes”  greatly  exceeded  the  "no”  vote  but  there  were  varied  suggestions  as  to 
times  and  conditions  that  ladies  would  be  permitted  to  use  the  Club.  A  draft  resolution  will 
be  drawn  up  and  circulated  to  members  with  a  view  of  a  special  General  Meeting  in  the  New 
Year. 

Last  issue  /  wrote  of  Club  usage,  in  all  cases  facts  are  better  than  words  and  hereunder 
are  the  attendances  in  the  various  sections  of  the  Club  for  the  7  months  to  September,  1975 
as  compared  with  the  same  period  in  1974.  Period  commenced  on  the  1st  March  each  year, 
as  that  is  the  date  of  commencement  of  the  financial  year.

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The  Secretary-General  of  the  Asian 
Broadcasting  Union,  Sir  Charles  Moses, 
has  spent  most  of  his  working  life  in 
braodcasting. 

Sir  Charles  was  born  in  Lancashire, 
England,  in  January  1900.  He 
graduated  from  the  Royal  Military 
College,  Sandhurst,  at  18  and  served 
for  4  years  in  the  British  Regular 
Army.  He  came  to  Australia  late  in 
1922  and,  after  two  years  fruit 
growing  and  six  in  the  motor  business, 
he  entered  broadcasting  in  1930  as 
an  announcer  and  sporting 
commentator  for  the  Australian 
Broadcasting  Company  (later 
Commission)  in  Melbourne. 

Sir  Charles’s  association  with  sport 
has  been  life-long.  At  Sandhurst  in 
1918  he  was  a  soccer  “blue”;  he 
represented  the  Border  Regiment  at 
soccer,  rugby,  cricket,  athletics, 
boxing  and  hockey  during  1920-22.  In 
1925  he  was  the  Victorian  heavy¬ 
weight  boxing  champion  and  also  won 
the  discus  throwing  title.  From  1926- 
32  he  regularly  represented  Victoria 
at  Rugby  Union  as  a  forward,  playing 
against  N.S.W.,  the  All  Blacks  and  the 
1930  British  Lions,  and  in  1934  was  a 
first  grade  Union  player  with  Eastern 
Suburbs.  In  1941  he  made  a 
come-back  to  rugby  while  serving  with 
the  AIF  in  Malaya  and,  in  company 
with  Cec  Ramalli,  Roger  Cornforth 
and  B.  Schulte  (all  internationals)  he 
regularly  represented  the  state  of 
Johore.  He  is  particularly  proud  of  the 
fact  that  in  June  1941  in  Seremban 
(Malaya)  he  won  the  shot-putting 
championship  of  the  state  of  Negri 
Sembilan,  just  twenty  years,  almost 
to  the  day,  after  winning  the  British 
Army’s  Irish  Command  shot-putting 
championship  in  Dublin. 

As  an  administrator  of  sport  Sir 
Charles  served  as  President  of  Eastern 
Suburbs  Rugby  Union  Club  for  25 
years;  as  President  of  the  Australian 
Athletic  Association  of  N.S.W.  for  21 
years,  and  as  President  of  the  Rugby 
Union  Club  for  6  years. 

Sir  Charles  was  transferred  to 
Sydney  in  January  1933  as  the  ABC’s 
Talks  and  Sporting  Editor  for  N.S.W. 
and  became  well  known  to  lovers  of 
sport  through  his  vivid  descriptions 
of  boxing,  football  and  cricket.  In 


1934  he  originated  the  famous 
“synthetic”  descriptions  of  the  cricket 
tests  played  in  England  that  year  in 
which  such  cricket  giants  as  Bradman, 
O’Reilly,  Grimmett,  McCabe  and 
Chipperfield  participated.  He  followed 
this  up  by  giving  similar  cable-based 
descriptions  of  Jack  Crawford  and 
Frank  Perry  contesting  the  Wimbledon 
final  and  of  the  final  England/ Australia 
Rugby  League  in  which  Alf  Ellaby 
scored  the  winning  try  just  on  the  bell. 


He  became  the  ABC’s  Controller  of 
Talks  and  School  Broadcasts  in 
September  1934  and  was  appointed 
General  Manager  of  the  ABC  in 
November  1935,  a  position  which  he  held 
for  nearly  30  years  until  he  retired  in 
February  1965  to  become  Secretary- 
General  of  the  Asian  Broadcasting 
Union  (ABU),  a  position  he  still  holds. 

During  his  long  term  as  chief 
executive  of  the  ABC  —  a  term  which 
is  unequalled  in  any  major 
broadcasting  organization  in  the 
world  —  Sir  Charles  was  responsible 
for  introducing  school  broadcasting 
throughout  Australia;  setting  up  the 
federal  structure  of  the  ABC; 
establishing  orchestras  in  every  State, 
of  which  the  Sydney  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  the  Melbourne 
Symphony  Orchestra  are  now 
accepted  as  being  of  high  international 
standard;  introducing  the  ABC’s 
independent  news  service,  its  television 
service  and  its  service  to  the  man  on 
the  land. 

As  the  General  Manager  of  the 
ABC,  Sir  Charles  was  keenly  interested 
in  broadening  Australian  participation 


in  international  activities  and  during 
this  period  he  represented  Australia  at 
a  number  of  overseas  conferences.  In 
1952  he  led  the  Australian  delegation 
to  the  7th  Session  of  the  UNESCO 
General  Conference  in  Paris;  he  also 
led  the  Australian  delegation  to  the 
first  five  British  Commonwealth 
Broadcasting  Conferences  —  i.e.,  in 
1945,  1952,  1956,  1960  and  1963, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Australian 
delegation  to  the  Copyright 
Conference  in  Geneva  in  1952.  Sir 
Charles  represented  the  ABC  at  the 
General  Assemblies  of  the  European 
Broadcasting  Union  in  1957,  1960, 
1963  and  1964  and  at  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Trustees  of  the  British 
Commonwealth  International 

Newsfilm  Conferences  in  1962  and 
1963  from  which  emerged  the  decision 
to  form  the  Asian  Broadcasting  Union 
and  he  helped  to  draft  the  Statutes  of 
the  ABU  at  a  special  meeting  in  Tokyo 
in  December,  1962. 

As  General  Manager  of  the  ABC,  Sir 
Charles  acted  as  host  for,  and  was 
Chairman  of,  the  First  General 
Assembly  of  the  Asian  Broadcasting 
Union  held  in  Sydney,  in  November 
1964.  He  was  asked  during  the  General 
Assembly  to  accept  the  position  of 
Secretary-General  of  the  ABU  and 
agreed  to  do  so  as  from  1st  March 
1965  on  his  retirement  from  the  ABC. 

In  Australia  he  is  actively  associated 
in  an  administrative  sphere  with  every 
well  known  cultural  and  charitable  body. 

In  the  international  sphere  Sir 
Charles’  status  and  achievements  have 
led  to  his  being  made  a  member  of  the 
Councils  of  the  International 
Broadcast  Institute  (headquarters  in 
London) ;  of  the  I  nternational  Advisory 
Committees  of  the  Prix  Jeunesse 
Foundation  (headquarters  in  Munich) 
and  the  Asian  Mass  Communication 
Information  and  Research  Centre 
(headquarters  in  Singapore).  He  has 
also  served  on  the  International  Juries 
of  big  TV  Film  Festivals  in  Berlin 
(1972,  1975)  and  Montreux  (1969, 
1972,  1974). 

Sir  Charles  Moses  received  his 
knighthood  in  the  Queen’s  Birthday 
Honours  List  in  1961  having  previously 
been  awarded  the  C.B.E.  in  1954. 

As  he  believes  in  trying  to  keep  as 
fit  as  his  busy  life  will  permit,  Sir 
Charles  still  walks  3—4  miles  a  day  and 
indulges  in  his  hobby  of  tree-felling 
whenever  any  friend  has  a  tree  that  has 
to  be  brought  down.

The  Pub  That  Built  Peakhurst 


People  can  be  immortalised  in 
many  different  ways. 

“Bunny”  Durkin  has  achieved 
his  niche  in  history  by  having 
Durkin  Place  adjacent  to  the 
family’s  Peakhurst  Inn,  named 
after  him. 

Forest  Road,  where  it  is 
situated,  was  the  original  Cobb 
and  Co  route  to  the  lllawarra. 

Gradually  the  paddocks  and 
orchards  disappeared  and  a  busy 
highway  emerged. 

The  Durkin  family  built  the 
Inn  and  there’s  an  old  saying 
“build  a  pub  and  you  have  a 
neighbourhood”. 

“Bunny’s”  son,  John  Durkin, 
also  a  Tattersall’s  member,  is  a 
third  generation  hotelier,  and  the 
guiding  force. 

His  “family  home”  was  the 


Royal  Sheaf  at  Burwood. 

John  took  courses  in  Hotel 
Accountancy  and  Food  and  Wine 
Waiting  at  Sydney  Tech. 

John  and  wife  Carol  took  an 
active  part  in  the  design  of  the 
Inn. 

The  Durkin’s  interest  in  art  is 
evident  from  the  larger  yachting 
murals  and  the  original  oil 
paintings  with  particular  interest 
in  Norman  Lindsay  prints. 

One  of  the  bars  is  named  “The 
Challenge”. 

The  theme  of  the  Bar  is  the 
Challengers  for  the  Americas  Cup. 
Considerable  research  went  into 
the  gathering  of  the  material  used 
in  the  design  of  this  Bar. 

Photographs  of  the  Americas 
Cup  challengers  make  outstanding 
murals  and  there  is  a  scale  model 


of  the  original  winner,  “America”. 
The  photograph  murals  are 
reproduced  by  a  special  process 
onto  a  genuine  sailcloth.  These 
murals  depict  a  number  of  the 
challengers  and  defenders  from 
“Galetra”  in  1886  through  to 
Australia’s  own  12  metre  yachts. 
Rope-bound  central  pillars  and 
colourful  signal  flags  form  an 
integral  part  of  the  yachting 
decor. 

Peakhurst  is  derived  from  early 
family  settlers  named  Peak  whilst 
“hurst”  is  an  old  English  word  for 
high  ground. 

Great  grand  mother  Peak 
bought  50  acres  for  only  ten 
pounds.

HANDBALL  STAR 
FRANKOWSKI  INJURED 


Handballing  hazards  are  par  for  the 
course  elsewhere  but  are  unknown  at 
Tattersall’s  handball  courts. 

One  such  obstacle  comes  readily  to 
mind  when  considering  the  injury 
sustained  recently  by  Frank 
Frankowski,  one  of  the  all  time  greats 
of  this  sport.

While  this  injury  has  curtailed  his 
handballing  he  is  still  running  with  the 
same  zest.
